day that the man took out insurance 
to defraud the company, as it is im 
possible to 
prove 
ho 
contem plated 
euicide. Tho persons really defraud­ 
ed are th e citizens, as a life insur­ 
ance company is merely the trustee 
cf its m em bers’ funds. 
“The burden of proof that the per­ 
son contem plated suicide 
iii 
taking 
out the pokey rests on the company. 
This the company can not establish, 
even if the insured takes his life a 
few* hours after the ink of his sig­ 
nal uro on the policy gets dry. 
“ No difference exists between the 
man who burns down his house or 
place of business to get. the insur­ 
ance and the man who kills himself,

soon as this public thoroughly real­

Section 5982 Revised

Missouri reads: 
“ In all suits upon policies of insur­ 
ance on life hereafter issued by any 
company doing business in this state, 
i! shall be no defense that the insur­ 
e r committed suicide unless it shall 
be shown to the satisfaction of the 
court or jury trying the case that the 
insured contem plated suicide at. th? 
tim e he made his application tor the 
policy, and any stipulation

policy to the contrary shall be void. 
Morton suggested the law

“ In all suits upon policies 
of life 
hereafter issued by ay company do­ 
ing business in this state it shall be

In the event 
O' suicide within one year from tile 
date of issue o the policy, if it 
shown the insured was so far insane 
as to destroy

responsibility for 
bis act, the company shall pay bis 
ciaim . If it is not shown the insured

responsibility, the company shall be 
held only for a sum equal to the pre­ 
miums paid/'

lo observe the strict letter of the 


rules were reported in only seventy- 


nine cases, according lo a compilation 
of tin* company. 
There were 1,852 tests made of the 
observance of signals set at danger, 
and in every case but one there was 
a perfect performance. 
Of 526 sig­ 
nals set at caution, all hut three were 
obeyed. 
There were 1,321 tests of the 
observance of flagmen's signals by 
enginemen, without a single failure 
to obey the rule. 
Attention also was given to the 
performance of duty by flagmen with 
5.989 tests, in which there was per­ 
fect performance in all but thirteen 
cases. 
Conformity of enginemen to speed 
limit regulations was tested in (1,570 
cases, with only twenty-one failures. 
Observance was made in 12.012 cases 
to ascertain whether trains were leav­ 
ing: or arriving at stations ahead of 
time. 
In all cases the performance 
was perfect. 
Observance of regulations 
as 
to 
handling explosives and inflammables 
was tested in 9,960 cases, with but 
two violations. 
In addition to the rules which aim 
at insuring safety to the trains, there 
are many others governing the ordi­ 
nary performance of employes and 
efficiency tests also are conducted as 
to 
the 
observance of such regula­ 
tions. 
The 185,000 
tests, 
however, 
were of rules designed primarily to 
protect the safety of trains and em­ 
ployes.
